IT WAS BLOOD-CURDLING: 


Examination‘of the Si the Siberian Bx-con- 
vict,. Ivan Kovalev. ‘ 

ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, July 2.—The. prelim- 

inary examination of Ivan Kovalev, 
the Siberian refugee who is charged 
with implication in the fiendish butch- 
ery of Francis H. L. Weber and his 
wife on the night of the 29th of Decem- 
ber last, is attracting such great 
crowds of people that there is no court- 
room large enough to hold them. The 
most intense interest is being dis- 
played. The testimony thus far 
brought out against the prisoner is 
thrilling to a high degree. No _ blood- 
curdling melodrama ever Had a more 
exciting plot, and no dime  novel- 
writer ever presented his readers with 
a stronger chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence than has been piled up against 
Kovalev. There is not, apparently, a 
single link missing. Capt.Lees of San 
Francisco, who is. present to assist in 
the examination by lending ‘his knowl- 
edge, is confident of the guilt of the ac- 
cused from the facts which have been 
brought out. District Ryan 
is of the same opinion. 
While Kovalev had denied in San 
Francisco when he was arrested, that 
he had ever been in Sacramento, and 
declared that at the time of the murder 
in December he was in Stockton picking 
cherries and grapes, a Russian named 
Levin testified that he came here from 
San Francisco several days before the 
murder with Kovalev, and Mathieu 
Stcherbackov, and had here met an- 
other acquaintance named Nikitin, and 
that they stopped several days at the 
Woods Hotel. While here Stcher- 
backov exchanged a comparatively 
new suit of clothes with Levin for his 
old suit, and he wore the new outfit 
around this city for several days. The 
clothing which Kovalev had worn here 
so recklessly had been stolen from the 
Weber residence. During this testi- 
mony Kovalev displayed gréat -ner- 
vousness. 

There was a dramatic. scene this 
afternoon when Gearge Petelon, a San 
Francisco boy, identified Mrs. Weber's 
watch chain and charm which he had 
seen Kovalev wearing on the Ist of last 
January, and which was afterward 
found in the San Francisco city prison.

ing the issuance of the license as asked 
for. This was decided by Judge Otis 
in favor of the Bao e and the city 
took an appeal the Supreme Court, 
only to have the lower court decision 
sustained against th Taking legal 
advice the board Dp d an ordinance 
to protect them in the position they 


will not be granted for keeping more 
than two such places of business at the 
same time on the same side of any one 
block, reserving the right to reject any 
application when the applicant is not 
of good moral c er and 
when they deem it for the welfare, 


the sureties are not deemed sufficient. 
When a license is granted it shall 
designate the place where the business 
is to be done, which may be changed 
‘by permission of the board, and similar 
license shall be issued to the same per- 
son, unless such license has been revoked 
or has ce „ and at any time after 
one year the board may cause the per- 
son to be notified that within ten days 
his license shall cease unless he put in 
an application as if for an original ap- 
plication. Upon this the board shall 
act in all respects as on a new applica- 
tion for a license, and, if not applied 
for within such ten days, the license to 
such person shall cease immediately. 
It will be seen from this brief resume 
of the main points of the ordinance 
which is now ein force, that it confers 
upon the board the “most “liberal™ 
cretionary powers, and the opinion of 
the Supreme Court confirming the de- 
cision of the lower court upon this 
license question in no way impairs 
the power of the board under the new 
ordinance. The board has placed itself 
upon a solid basis where it can protect 
the people from the nn multi- 
of saloons.

REDLANDS, July 2. (Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The board of directors 
of the Public Library held its second 
annual meeting this morning. The re- 
port of the librarian waa a lengthy 
and interesting document, of which the 
‘following is the summary: Active mem- 
bers July 1, 1894, 619; additions, 343; to- 
tal number of active members to date, 
962; circulation, .23,520; readers, 14,627; 
regular periodicals. on file, 27; donated 
periodicals (not all regular); 24; total 
receipts, $1754.67; disbursements, $1- 
406.98; balance on hand, $347.59; vol- 
umes in library July 1, 1894, 1798; addi- 
tions, 715; worn out, lost, etc. si 33; total 
number of volumes. to date, 2480. 

Ot the number of books elreulated, 
73.2 per cent. were works of fiction. 
The average membership is about one- 
fifth of the population of the city. Each 
member has taken out on 2n average 
two volumes per month. A feature 
of the library since its organization has 
n free access to the shelves, and by 
granting this privilege, six books only 
were lost during the year. Two of these 
were reference books, three paper-cov- 
ered hovels, and one a cloth-bound 
book. Libraries count on losing one-: 
fifth of 1 per cent. of the books, but 
with free access to the shelves the Red. 
lands library loses but a mere trifle 
over the usual per cent. Over one-third 
of the volumes in the library were do- 
noted. Ten books and thirty-five peri- 
odicals have been bound, and thirty 
more periodicals are in the hands of 
the publishers to be bound. Odd nub- 
bers of magazines to the number of 
1200 were handed in. Pictures from 
the duplicate odd numbers of maga- 
zines to the number of 200 have been 
mounted besides about two hundred
